2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
new claim 82, the non isocyanate-reactive polymer has been limited to a polyolefin with 
particular molecular weight and softening point ranges. Rossitto in view of Helmeke 
and Yang does not teach or suggest such a combination. Helmeke teaches the benefit 
of the addition of ethylene-vinyl acetate copolymers but there is no suggestion for the 
addition of polyolefin having the specified characteristics set forth by applicant in the 
claim.
